wore six cases of diphtheria during tho 
month a'.id (our cases of scarlet 'ever. 
One car.o oC measles was reported.

Tho average dur- 
ng tho month was almost one cose a 
day.

Schoonover is president, of the club. 


The greater part of the eve-ning was 


taken up with Mr. Carroll's talk, which 
was greatly 'appreciated by all pres- 
ent. The audience was a representa- 
tive one and that every word of the 
address was Interesting to the assem- 
blage wss shown by the attention giv- 
en the sneaker throughout his talk. 
Mr. Carroll'is. well known by tlio 
school tea'chers of Fayette county and 
for this reason the 'Culture Club ex- 
tended a special Invitation to the local 
teachers to attend the meeting. 


In beginning Mr. Carroll gave a brief 


history of the new school code, telling 
how it originated and of the many dif- 
ficulties ;with which they met before 
it .was Jinally passed.. He said that 
many persons' were under th« impres- 
sion that he . was-the. author o^ the 
new sciioof code,- but such was not the 
c:ase,. • He admitted that he was tho 
advocate "of many changes which ho 
was Instrumental in carrying through. 
He stated that he.was.uot even 
a 


member of the State Commission. He 
spoke of the first, second, third 
aud 


fourth class school districts, and men- 
tioned -the many - tracts of land that 
had'been donated for school purposes 
that were not bringing in any reve- 
nue.

to the Board of Directors. Mr. Carroll 
is greatly in favor of tile movement. 
In schools were such inspections are 
carried out, the doctor, after conduct- 
ing the. inspection forwards his report 
to the teacher, who after looking over 
it carefully notifies the parents of-all 
children who.are physically .weak. It 
is then the duty, Mr. Carroll claims, 
ot.every teacher to be as lenient with 
the pupil as possible until his health 
improves. The sight, hearing .and 
adenoids are .among the most .com- 
mon complaints 
found 
among 
the 


school children of today, and Mr. Car- 
roll claims that, children-. suffering 
from such ailments should be seated 
as near the front of the building as 
.possible. 


Mr. Carroll is an advocate of a uni- 


form course o£ study in 
tho public 


schools and. is strongly opposed to 
pushing a child .through school • too 
rapidly. He claims that children need 
to be taught more practical wo'.-k so 
that when they leave sendol and go 
out into the world to-support them- 
selves they will have &• better chance 
o£ meeting with success.

The mighty chief- 
tain was buried at St. Louis with 
military honors, an* his adoring fol- 
lowers avenged his death by nearly 
wiping out every Indian, tribe and, 
family In all Illinois.
